PRESERVATION OF PAST 

- ■ . ' ■ ■ ■ . ' ■ ' : 

611 Sunday, trie descendants of Yongc Street 
Friends. met for. worship at the meeting house 
erected by their forefathers south of the county 
home. In last week's issue of The Era and Ex- 
press, we published excerpts from the minutes of 
the Meetings when it was decided to erect the 
building more than a century ago. 

The publication of these minutes, prepared by 
Ethel WiUsori Trewhella, Millard Ave., again 
draws, attention to the richness of historical 
associations that Newmarket enjoys— and to the 
small attention paid them by present day citizens. 

On 1 the outskirts of Newmarket, there stands a 
monument to that carelessness In the shape of the 
old Anglican cemetery, over-run by weeds, the 
stones over-turned, the fence torn down and the 
names on many of the stones almost indicipher- 
aWe from the action of the weather. 

At frequent intervals, documents telling of the 
early life in Newmarket comes to light from hid- 
den recesses in the walls of many of New- 
market's old homes, from basements and attics. 
Because there are no facilities for the classifica- 
tion and storing of these documents, they are 
either destroyed or tucked away again for future 

generations to find. - 

With its historical antecedents; Newmarket 
could easily become an attraction of some note to 
historically-minded tourists. It is a natural re- 
source which has been long overlooked. Trade 
conscious Newmarket citizens seeking to put their 
town on the map have nothing more effective at 
their disposal than the renovation and protection 
of historical landmarks, and the collection of data \ necessaiy 

relating to the past. i a ^ u * autocratic bureaucrats, Ihe 

J rights of parliament and so on. 
rThe plain and simple facts are

This 
impatience and. this 'disappoint- 
ment, 1 assure you, is. shared by 
your .government and your govr 
eminent members here 'ill Ot- 
tawa. But, if much of the talk 
in parliament seems needless and 
aimless, we must remember that 
this is democracy in action and 
the right of free speech and free 
expression by the people's repre* 
sentatives must never be ihtcr- 
lerred with. However, t>\\ the 
other hand, I would like to point 
out that parUamont's duty is to 
legislate for the people and ad- 
minister the people's business 

and parliament should not be 
used as a sounding board for 
political propaganda. 

Much of the valuable time of 
parliament is wasted by talking, 
not as much to the house its in 
the hope of catching the oar of 
the country and the people of the 
constituency. I maintain that 
the country's business should 
take precedence over political 
expediency. I wish to make it

The government's general ob- 
jectives and suggested over-all 
procedure for achieving them 
were set out- in its proposals to 
the 11M5 d o tn i n i o n-provincial 
conference. 1 fesir that we have 
to some extent lost sight ol these. 
This is understandable in the 
light of the events which led to 
the breakdown of the conference 
and the subsequent negotiation 
of individual tax agreements 
with several provinces. It it also 
(rue that Canada has made a 
successful transition from a war 
footing to a peace-time economy. 
Employment and income have 
been maintained at a high level 
throughout and there has not 
been great public anxiety in the 
fields of social security and pub- 
lic investment. 

I w u I d like to summarize 
very briefly the broad objectives 
and the general nature of the 
dominion government's piopos- 
als relating to the establishment 
of a national health program and 
a national social security pro- 
gram. 

The dominion government pro- 
posed financial assistance to the 
provinces in establishing health 
insurance to provide health ser- 
vices to individuals, health grants 
to assist and extend public health 
and preventive medicine, a grant 
for organization and planning of 
medical services and provision 
for low-interest loans for the 
construction of hospitals.

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TELEPHONES IN SCHOOLS 

It may come as a surprise to know that none 
of the three public schools in Newmarket have 
telephones in them. The lack of them h not com- 
patible with the ncatl that could arise so easily in 
buildings where children arc gathered. 

What would happen, for example* if a child fell 
down the stairs in one of the schools and severely 
injured himself. A teacher would have to be 
sent to a neighbor to summon a doctor. Precious 
time v/ould be lost. 

In event of fire, it is surely asking too much of 
fate to expect it to be detected by someone out- 
side the school who v/ould call the fire depart- 
ment. Certainly no teacher could be spared for 
that task when all energies were directed towards 
getting the children out of school. 

As v/e understand It, the argument against 
phones in schools is that there is no proper office 
for them, and no one wh*. 1 is readily free to an- 
swer the calls which could be expected. If the 
phones are not listed, however, that problem 
would not arise. They would serve only for 
emergency out*ca)ls. 

This concern with possible emergencies cannot 
overlook the lock of proper fire escapes in the 
schools. The matter v/as brought to public atten- 
tion not long ago when it was discussed in the 
school hoard meetings. The need for vigilance 
was stressed then, and it is worth pointing out 
that through continuous practice, and under the 
strict supervision of the principals, the schools 
can be cleared in a very short time from when 
the alarm is sounded. 

Yet no matter how swiftly the pupils may 
move, flames fanned by drafts on the stairs would 
effectively block any exit from second floors. 
That is why there must be fire escapes. 

There may never be occasion to use the tele- 
phones for emergencies. There may never be 
fires In the schools. But why risk lives in prov- 
ing it? A man takes out life insurance but 
though he may carry it all his life, he only uses 
it once. The same applies equally to telephones 
and fire escapes in the schools. They have to be 
used once to demonstrate how necessary they are.

King's ability and experience 
ire a great asset to Canada at 
his critical time and v/e all hope 
he will feel able to carry on for 
a long time.

Social Security 
The government's social sceur- 



attack on tuberculosis, mental 
disease and other scourges. 

On the social security side, the 
dominion proposed to prepare 
the way for a system of national 
old age pensions payable at 70 
years with no means tests and 
entirely financed by the fedcial 
government. A further program 
was proposed of old age assist- 
ance at OS to 69 years, to be 
financed jointly by the provinces 
Mid the dominion. 

The dominion government also 
proposed the extension of unem- 
ployment insurance to cover ail 
employed persons and unemploy- 
ment assistance to cover able- 
bodied unemployed who do not 
have benefit rights at presem 
while uemployment insurance is 
being expanded. 

This is a summary of the 
national health and social secur- 
ity proposals of the dominion 
government. The whole of the 
dominion pro|K>sals fall into 

three main categories, public in- 
vestment, social security and tax 
reform. The proposals are bas- 
ed at least upon three broad 
aims — aims which are definitely 
achieveable and which offer 
concrete benefits to all Canadi- 
ans and to all provinces. Those 
aims are: To achieve a safe 
standard of economic and social 
security for all Canadians, no 
matter what province they live 
in or from what industry Iheir 
livelihood is gained; to cioate 
effective measures against do* 
pression to maintain a high level 
employment and a high notional 
income; to provide t h r o u g h 
planned public investment pro- 
eels the best use of our natural 
resources and by following 
sound conservation and improve- 
ment politic! es to prevent deple- 
tion or waste of these ^resources 
of soil, forest and mineral 
wealth. 

The dominion's proposals rep- 
leseut a co-ordinated program 
by which these aims could he 
achieved through co-operation 
wflh the provinces under the 
leadership of the federal govern- 
ment which has Ihe over-all res- 
ponsibility for the welfare of the 
nation. 

From this brief outline it can 
he seen that one of our major 
internal problems here in Can- 
ada is that of dominion- provin- 
cial relations and th?l if we arc 
to aehievo our objectives we 
must learn to work together as 
Canadians.

officially requested by the school 

board from the board of health 

to legalize the plan and the ex- 
penditures. The plan was for- 
warded to the department for 
approval and it countered with 
another plan. In place of an 
annua) inspection of each child, 
the department advised in favor 
of the examination of the pupil 
as he entered and left school, 
with further examinations only 
required if recommended by the 
supervising nurse. There was 
also a difference in the plan for 
dental inspection and some dif- 
ferences in minor details. 
.'■ "The board felt it was not up 
j to the standard we expected and 
I wanted to carry out" said Dr. C. 
J. Devfns, chairman of the 
board. "We are not going to 
lower our standards, we hoped if 
anything, to raise them. The 
department's plan is not as good 
us our own and the board was 
united in its criticism of the 
proposed suggestions. As it 
stands there fs now no health 
plan in effect that we can in- 
clude in the expenditures. There 
is. however, nothing to stop us 
raising our own funds aside from 
the tax rate to carry on what- 
ever we see fit and the board 
may consider that angle- There is 
nothing to prevent us from in- 
cluding the teaching of health as 
a special subject in the school if 
the department of education 
approves. The board will con- 
sider the whole situation later."

oil or substitutes, tins; canned 
vegetables, soups: all soaps. 
Glass containers are not ac- 
ceptable and all parcels should 

be welt wrapped. 

"The people of Britain arc 
rationed to two small tablets of 
toilet soap, one-half bar house- 
hold soap or the equivalent in 
flakes a person n month," Mr. 

Luck said. 
"Fish and poultry i vc scarce 

and supplies; irregular, although 

the meat ration is guaranteed, 

there is very little choice. The 
housewife takes what the butch- 
er happens to have. Imported 
fruits are available but at fan- 
tastic prices far beyond the 
means of ordinary people. Pinc- 
apptcs arc about $1.50 apiece, 
and the general food situation is 
even more difficult now than 
during the war with many week- 
ly rations receiving further cuts. 
And now the ban on all gas and 
electric fires for heating will 
further , aggravate these condi- j 
tions of hardship. 

"Adults in Britain are tired to 
the point of exhaustion from 
over seven years of war condi- 
tions — bombs, hard work and no 
fun," he said. "Appalling hous- 
ing conditions (many are still 
living in the remains of bombed 
houses) and austerity of every 
kind— the sparseness of the diet 
and the depressing lack of var- 
iety in it has reduced energy and 
morale still further. 

-*The. value," concluded Mr. 
Luck, "to the British people of 
sending food from Ontario will 
go far beyond the actual content 
of the gifts, important as that is. 
The effect of our sympathy and 
of the additional variety in their 
diet will be incalculable."

'started the winter with no stocks 
jof grain at the bay ports," he 
[continued. ''During the winter, 
railways have been unable to 
move any appreciable quantity 

of grain. This, they claim, has 
been because of storms, lack of 
box cars, and our export com- 
mitments. 

IpOn top of all this, government 
policy has tended to bungle the 
feed situation by retarding farm- 
ers* deliveries of coarse grains to 

the elevators in the west, delay- 
ed bonusing of oats and barley, 

and an attempt to direct the 

activity of the railroads by 
means of priorities and other 
like controls. At one time prac- 
tically every major industry in 

Canada had a. railroad priority, 

with the result that no one had 
a priority." 

Mr. Ghent said that the fu- 
ture was pretty hard to foretell. 
"It seems likely, however, that 
during the summer or early fall 
the government . may decide to 
withdraw the subsidy on oats 
and barley. If this happens it 
will mean a substantial increase 
in the cost of all western and 
prepared feeds co the eastern 
fanner. It is impossible to tell 
the effect on quantity, whether 
the subsidy is withdrawn or not. 
Rye is the only thing that seems 
to be sure of good acreage. 
There seems to be lots of both 
rye and barley for malting pur- 
poses. The breweries have all 
kinds of it." Mr. Ghent said that 
he was "not clear" on the policy 
Jfor grading rye and barley for 

malting purpose*. 

"I don't know what effect the 
withdrawal of subsidies on oats 
and barley will have on the 
western farmer," he continued.* 
"A bonus per acre or a bonus per 
bushel arc the two alternatives. 
Either one will affect various 
sections of the west in different 
ways. Should the railways ob- 
tain the increase in freight rates 
that they arc after, it would 
practically mean that the in- 
crease in feed costs will be so 
high as to prohibit their pur- 
chase by eastern feeders," he 
I said. 
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ze, it will probably mean 
that the Ontario farmer will be 
unable to produce hogs nt even 
a small profit He may have to 

confine his feeding to those 
grains that he has been able to 
produce on his own farm. This 
may mean the loss of our bacon 
trade in Britain." 

J. A. Perks, Perks' Feed Mill, 
concurred in everything that Mr. 
Ghent had said regarding the 
situation, "The bay ports have 
been open for five days now and 
the grain that wc received on 
Monday from the ports has al- 
leviated the shortage somewhat, 
although the shortage of oats has 
not been as bad as the shortages 

of barley and wheat It is 

pretty certain that the subsidies 
on oats and barley will be re- 
moved by the end of July. 

*Tn the United States a simi- 
lar feed situation existed for a 
while/' he continued. "Then 

controls were lifted and the 
prices went up quite fast. The 
immediate result was that people 
cut down on their feeding and 
in a short time a surplus of feed 
was created and prices came 

back down. In the meantime a 
falling-off in the eomitments for 
shipping both bacon and eggs to 
Britain was necessitated by the 
reduced feeding. There was a 
definite adverse influence on the 
bacon trade with Britain." . 

Mr. Perks said that the pro- 
teins situation is "very bad" in 
Canada at the present time and 
expressed the opinion that it 
would remain bad "at least until 
fall.* "We don't know what the 
situation will be then— it wilt all 
depend on this year's crops " he 
said. "At present soy beans are 

being imported from the States 
and these are helping a little, 
but wc do not know whether 
that will be continued;" 

Mr. Perks said that some 
farmers hax*e already begun to 
reduce their holdings and that 
more would do so as time went 
on. "The reaction to prices has 
already started," he said. "The 
price of poultry feed to farmers 
has gone up, but the price of 
eggs has not. The reaction has 
already begun to be noticeable."

one men's clothing merchant 
summed up thc situation in that 
field. 
Another clothing merchant 

said that "on coal and meals the 
people that are selling them can 
raise the prices immediately, 
but in a good many cases in the 
clothing business we absorb ah 
increase in price to make a com- 
modity saleable, while in other 
cases the prices do not go up 
until new stock comes in. In 
that way the rise in price is very 
gradual. In a good many cases 
the volume is up from 10 to 15 
percent. The trouble is that we 
are not allowed to mark up old 
stock when prices rise, but when 
they go down we take a licking." 

Ladies' wear store proprietors 
said that the advance in prices 
in February had been the larg- 
est so far. "Some were fortunate 
enough lo place their orders and 
receive shipments of spring mer- 
chandise at last season's prices, 
forestalling an increase to thc 
consumer," one said. "Lingerie 
is the only merchandise that the 
increase has affected so far in 
most stores. That's because it 
has been so scarce that no mer- 
chandise has been accumulated 
and the increase has been effec- 
tive immediately." 

Another said that the lingerie 
situation was "awful" hut that 
people were buying what was 
available. "Things will be up 
even more in the fall," she said. 
"Cotton stockings that now sell 
for 69 cents will then sell for 
$1.15, and we*re expecting a def- 
inite reaction then. Right now 
there is a little resentment to 
prices but no actual reaction.

Holland Landing, nU>;uled guilty 
in magistrate** court here on Fri- 
day to a charge of assaulting and 
boalinj* an 18-year-old tfirl and 
occasioning Iter actual bodily 
harm. Magistrate J. K. Prilch- 
ard. K.C., presided. 
; Dr. G. K. Cast. Newmarket* 
said thai he had examined (he 
girl following the Alleged attack. 
"She had a large bruise on her 
left temple." he said. "Her 
throat was swollen and bruised, 
and her lips nnd mouth were 
bruised. She bad a scratch on 
one thigh, and her left check mul 
neck were badly swollen." * 
r The girl said that she had been 
coining home from work at about 
7 p.m. "I was walking by my- 
self when f heard someone run- 
ning behind me," he said. "13c- 
fore t knew it Jackson was drag- 
ging me across the road by the 
throat. He dragged me into an 
empty lot beside the road and 
was choking me. There was no 
conversation. I tried to yell, but 
I couldn't yell loudly because he 
was choking me." She said that 
accused had knocked her to the 
ground and dragged her over to 
the ditch. "He hit mo on the 
head with his fist, threw, me into 
the ditch and jumped on me." 
She said that after struggling 
with the accused she had broken 
away and started to run. but that 
when she had reached the home 
of a Mr. Gray. Jackson had 
caught her and told her not lo 
say anything. "I turned and ran 
up to Mr. Gray, and he drove me 
home. Jackson had* followed me 
to Gray's but had stopped at the 
tfate. 

Jackson asked the girl 
whether she had been walking 
with him before the attack.

Civil Suit Pending 

Joseph Itoebuck, counsel for 
the accused, said that a civil suit 
was pending, and suggested that 
a financial settlement in the 
civil suit woidd be u sufficient 
penalty. 

"1 was not aware of the civil 
proceedings," Magistrate Priteh- 
ard said. "I suppose thai it mav 
ho difficult for Harek/ as a lay-

Newmarket — "Those* who are 
making maple syrup report one 
of the best runs in .several 
years. 1 * W. M. Cockburn, agricul- 
tural representative for York, 
said on Monday. "Most of them 
in litis area are selling maple 

syrup for from $4 to $4.50 a gal- 
lon, despite reports that it would 
sell this year for $7. Some 
farmers are trying to make, up 
for war years when labor costs 
were high and ceiling prices kept 
the price of syrup down, but 
most of them are not charging 
high prices when you consider 
thc amount of work that is in- 
volved." 

Mr. Cockburn said that seeding 
this year was late. "Generally 
speaking, the weather does not 
warm up until the ice is. gone 
from the lakes and this year it is 
not going very fast " he said. 

"There was some work done 
on the land on April 14 on the 
early soil at Mount Albert and 
Thistletown but the snowstorm 

on April 15 put an end to that 
rather abruptly. However, if 
the weather warms up right 
away there is nothing to be over- 
ly pessimistic about, though the 
delay in seeding will make an 
extra rush of farm work in 
May. 

"It h too early yet lo say 
whether the late seeding will 
affect the acreage of spring- 
sown crops" he continued. "It 
is hoped that seeding will be 
under way at an early enough 
date to enable crops to escape 
rust, which so frequently causes 
serious damage both to yield and 
to quality in late grains. 

"Fall or wmtcr wheat came 
through the winter remarkably 
well and barring late frosts or 
cold winds, shows promise of 
being an extremely satisfactory 
crop," he said, "Considerable 
interest is being shown in the 
new variety known as Cornell 
5f)5. imported from New York 
State last fali. Twenty-seven 
farmers in York county are 
growing from five to six acres 
each of this new wheat and to- 
gether with ten growers of Daw- 
son's Golden Chaff, they make 
up a membership of 3? in the 
York county 50-bushcl Winter 
Wheat club.

Continuing our talk on the 
perennial border, I shall deal 
first with the arrangement of 
your plants. The general rule is 
to have tall varieties at the 
back, .medium tall varieties in 
the middle, and the low-growing 
flowers in front 

However, variety provides 
beauty in the border and using 
the blooming time of plants as a 
guide it is sometimes better to 
plant the, flowers in the opposite 
order. For instance, tulips, 
growing 24"-30" high, can be 
planted nearer the back of the 
border with taller 
chrysanthemum 
front of them, 
about the end 
when their fol 

unsightly the taller plants act as 
a screen to hide them. 

The best effect usually is ob- 
tained by planting three of a 
variety together. Bushy plants 
such as peonies arc best planted 
singly, while spring flowering 
bulbs such as tulips are best Ux 
clumps of from six to eighteen. 

A later column will be devot- 
ed lo these bulbs in time to order 
your supply for fall planting. At 
present t shall list alphabetically 
some of the most popular vari- 
eties for a successful perennial 
border: 

Acohitum or Monkshood; 
These are excellent plants for 
the late summer and fall with 
several varieties growing from 
three lo six feet. Colors are 
light and dark blue, also a bi- 
color of white and blue. 

Antliemis: Hlooms all summer 
and grows two to three feet 
high, has golden yellow flowers. 

Anemone or W i n <! f I o w o r: 

There mm many varieties, but 

hole are three: Sylvostris, a 
sweet-scented white bloom, flow- 
ers in June and grows six to 
eight inches; Japonica. crows 
two to three feet and has white 
and pink variety, blooming from 
September to October; St. Brig* 
id, single and semi-double flow- 
ers in variety of colors. Grows 
one foot high and blooms Juno 
lo July. 

Aqullegia or Columbine: Also 
a large family but the most pop- 
ular is the long-spurred van ties, 
growing two to three feet high 
and covering a very wide range 
of colors from white to the 
darkest blues, reds and also yeb 
lows. Bloom In June;
